Thanksgiving day in Texas wos productive of a 


porry spectacle. 


The action of Governor Miriam "Ma" Ferguson in 


issuing- pardons and commuting: the sentences uf 105 
convicts la without precedent in the face of admitted 
abuses of the pardoning power by executives of the 
different states. As a matter of fact the practice of 
issuing Thanksgiving pardbns is a flagrantly im- 
proper interpretation of the spirit of the day. 


If there Is any one precious heritage for which 


the American people have reason to be grateful It 
is the form of government which they have. It has 
been glorified by a distinguished British statesman 
of an earlier Jay is the greatest document of human 
rights fashioned by man at a g-iven time. All pro- 
gress in America has had its foundation in the wis- 
dom of the founding fathers, who permitted individ- 
ual genius to find fullest expression under the Amer- 
ican system of government. 
All of our hopes are 


crystallized in the organic law of the land. Blessed 
as America has been 
with boundless natural re- 


sources, with a people ot" magnificent determination, 
and industry, yet that mysterious spark which has 
snable>u the American people to outstrip the world in 
material progress came from a government which 
glorified the individual and gave him full possession 
of all that he earned. 


The law of this land originally contemplated pun- 


ishment for the wrongdoer. 


It said that he who violated the rules of organized 


society had forfeited his freedom and his rights. 


But in recent years the American people have gone 


over to the dangerous shoals of sentimentality. The 
law is not the uncompromising barrier to criminals 
which it was twenty-five years ago. 
It has been 


dragged in the dust because of the softening of th« 
people. Since the parole law came into existence in 
the commonwealths which make up the nation, thous- 
ands of criminals have been turned loose upon the 
various communities. 
A large percentage of them 


were not reformed. 
"Within a comparatively shorl 


time hundreds of them have returned to their crim- 
inal ways to again rob and plunder. 


Since assuming office, Ma Ferguson has liberated 


3,126 prisoners from the Texas prisons. Anyone with 
the intelligence of a child knows that her action in 
this matter has been a gross and menacing abuse of 
the prerogatives of her office. 
Law must hang Its 


head in shame when the duly constituted authority 
of a great state is so unmindful of its responsibility 
to preserve reverence for the rules of society. 


If the spectacle in Texas was limited in its influ- 


ence to the borders of that commonwealth, those who 
live in other states would not need to manifest con- 
cern. But the baneful Influences of wholesale par- 
doning arc not confined to those localities where the 
abuses occur. 
They extend to the entire nation. In 


every city and hamlet of America, law is suffering 
because mawkish sentimentality has been permitted 
to mock it, to deride it, to hold It up to contempt.

That is one side of the case. 
On the other are those, who are asking the law to 


impose 
penalties 
which 
mankind, 
with its 
in- 


stinctive awe of death, and its natural sympathies 
will not exact. 


Two juries in Nebraska in recent days have re- 


fused to attach the death penalty to fiendish mur- 
ders. They were cold-blooded crimes, with scarcely 
an extenuating circumstance to mitigate the penalty. 
They richly deserved death If the state of Nebraska 
is to say to a man who takes another's life that he 
shall forfeit his own. 
But the juries refused to 


take life. They were convinced of the guilt of the ac- 
cused but in each Instance fixed the penalty at life 
Imprisonment. The psychological effect of the failure 
of a Jury to Impose the death penalty in the face ot 
the pleas of the prosector cannot be discounted. Re- 


making butjiness as easy for their patrons to -transact 
as possible. To penalize a depositor by taxing him 
a dime every time he draws a check on his own 
account to pay somebody outside the local clientele 
of the bank which enjoys the ase of his money seems 
like an Imposition. 


Of course, banks which do not hold membership 


In the federal reserve system will not be under com- 
pulsion to waive the exchange fee. They can still 
charge and collect it If they see fit and if their cus- 
tomers will stand for it. 
But those that insist on 


doing so will doubtless find it increasingly difficult to 
do business with other banks that have discontinued 
It. Depositors will feel inclined to put their money 
where they are not subjected to such charges. The 
Supreme court's ruling, therefore, will tend to bring 
about complete abolition of the practice.

RESTORING HADRIAN'S WORK. 


The greatest and most pretentious 
engineering 


project now going forward in Europe is in charge of 
an American, George Ernest Hines, graduate of the 
A. & M. college of Oklahoma, 
a typical western 


school, ilr. Hines, now vice president of the tflen 
Construction company of New York City, is rebuild- 
ing- the water system of Athens, Greece, originally 
installed by the emperor Hadrian, nearly 2,000 years 
ago, or soon after the beginning of the Christian era. 


The waterworks system which this westerner ia 


rebuilding was started several years before Hadrian 
became emperor, while he was one of the famous 
generals of Trajan, who was continually carrying on 
warfare in the east. During those years that Hadriar 
was serving as a soldier, he made Athens his head- 
quarters, not only installing many municipal im- 
provements there, buc patterning much of the con- 
struction he did in Home after that of the Greek 
city. 


The water system which this soldier-builder pro- 


vided fulfilled its purpose for many centuries, but in 
later years it has fallen Into decay. It is now being 
restored along the lines followed by Hadrian in the 
year 80 A. D. Mr. Hines says that much of the Had- 
rian system is still in use and while that which he 
is installing is in some places replacing the original, 
it is in others merely supplementing it. To appreci- 
ate the manner in which Hadrian wrought it must 
be realized that the Christian religion was in its 
very infancy when these aqueducts were moulded. 


Contrasting present conditions with those at the 


time when Hadrian was directing operations, Jlr 
Hines recently -wrote: 


"I was in the old aqueduct the other day and could 


well picture the slaves toiling away a hundred feet 
below ground in their primitive way. 
The ground 


was treacherous, but what was life in those days? 
Their bones have gone back to the elements, but 
their work is still in existence." 


Their work is still in existence, it is true. But who 


remembers the name of one of the thousands con- 
nected with tl.. "- memorable enterprise; save the di- 
recting genius, Hadrian? In that ancient day the mil- 
ions toiled and died that the few might be glorified. 
How different now. 
The man who Is directing the 


ehabilltation of the Hadrian system is the .son of an 
Oklahoma oil inspector and he went to the territory 
a boy of twelve, soon after the opening of th^ 
Cherokee Strip in 1S93. He was just as good a cow- 
boy as any of them before he went to Stillwater aMd 
now he is restoring and improving the work of an 
emperor. 
Perhaps some who are now executing- his 


orders will in later years be directing even more 
pretentious undertakings.

PAR PAYMENT OF BANK CHECKS. 


Decision of the United States Supreme court that 


banks affiliated with the federal reserve system must 
redeem at par all checks drawn upon themselves 
by depositors, whether cashed directly or transmit- 
ted through other banks for collection, is in line with 
modern business methods and will do much to relievo 
commercial transactions from petty practices that 
might well have been discontinued voluntarily. 


The old custom of charging "exchange" where a 


depositor's check was given to pay an obligation out- 
side of his home community, and the check was 
cashed by the recipient at another place, had some 
Justification In the days before clearing house facil- 
ities were so universally established as they now are. 
It was then necessary for each banker to look out 
for himseli", and there was always some risk in cash- 
Ing a check on a bank in another town, because it 
might develop that the signer had no funds to pax- 
it. 


Conditions nowadays arc entirely different. Credit 


organizations exist everywhere, through which the 
financial reliablity of any individual or firm may be 
quickly ascertained. Moreover, there are very strict 
laws against drawing a check without funds on de- 
posit to pay it 
Banks Incur no material risk in ac- 


cepting each other's checks Interchangeably, when 
deposited by regular customers who have received 
them In the usual course, of business. An ordinary 
check is equivalent to so much cash as it passes from 
hand to hand, -with each holder in turn adding his en- 
dorsement. 


It follows, therefore, that banks are hardly justi- 


fied these days In continuing to make the old charge 
for exchange. Particularly is this true of banks .that 
belong to the federal reserve system. They enjoy 
'special advantages 
In borrowing and redlscountlnij 


paper, and it la their reciprocal duty to assist In
